All Want a Share. 


Washington, Aug. 15—Special—Every effort is being 


made here to prevent the meddling of European powers in 
the peace negotiations Sn ith Spain. There is no fearof inter- 
ference so far as the terms stipulated in the protocol are con- 
cerned. 
The president took care to forestall all disputes by 


making his conditions explicit. But there are other matters 
in which the powers can hamper negotiations, Germany will 
probably want a slice of the Philippines, Russia may demand 
something in the same region, while France may demand 
compensation for the services of her ambassador in the peace 
negotiations. 
England usually comes in for a share of the 


plunder of every conflict, but it is not known what she will 
demand this time. In view of her friendliness towards the 
United. States during the conflict there is a disposition to 
listen to her, bnt lor once she seems to have decided to 
keep her fingers out of the pie. More trouble is apprehend- 
ed from Germany than from any other nation, but officials 
look to England to veto the ambitions of the young emperor 
of the Teutons, To avoid complications arising from the 
greed of powers not concerned in the dispute great caution 
will be required, and progress of the settlement may be slow 


Disposition of the Philippines. 


. 
Washington, Aug. 15—Special—The wisdom of the 


president in omitting from his peace stipulations all mention 
of the disposition to be made of the Philippine islands is being 
demonstrared. Through this omission the government finds 
itself free ro take advantage of circumstances without tin 
least embarrassment. 
If it shall be deemed expedient to ex 


ercise a protectorate over Luzon, it can be done; if the inde 
pendence of. the island is thought advisable this can be 
brought about, or if authority over it is to be given to Spain 
or any other power, this can be accomplished without in -anv 
•way compromising this government. 
Undei the terms o 


the protocol this question will be an independent one, in no 
way affecting other issues at stake.

Washington, Aug. 15—Special—The treasury depart 


ment is already deluged with letters asking for information 
as to the laws that'will apply to American citizens going to 
Cuba to engage in business, and there is a prospect of a larg< 
emigration to that island as soon as the Spanish troops shal 
have evacuated. 
Most of the applications are from men who 


want to engage in business, but some come from those who 
contemplate engaging in agricultural pursuits, mostly the cul- 
ture of tobacco, As soon as tranquility is restored there wil 
be a large emigration of Americans to the island, and there 
will be no lack of capital with which to carry on the enterprises. 
The iron mines in Santiago province, already largely con- 
trolled by American capital, will1 be developed far more 
rapidly than ever before, and will alone be a large source of 
revenue to the government,

AMERICAN CAPITAL IS SEEKING 


INVESTMENT IN CUBA. 


Washington, Aug. 15—Special—The labor of getting 


back to a peace has's promises to be tremendous. There 
will for a time be need for nearly all the enlisted men in the 
army for occupying the conquered territory, but the naval 
establishment can be reduced to a peace basis at once, thus 
saving an immense outlay. The auxiliary cruisers purchased 
from the Trans-Atlantic lines will be disposed of on the best 
terms available, and a considerable number of gunboats will 
be placed on the retired list and the crews discharged from 
service. As many of the enlistments were made for the war 
period only this can be dene without much difficulty. 
It is 


the desire of the administration to return to a peace footing as 
soon as safety will permit, and steps will be taken immedi- 
ately .to that end. 
War Indemnity Through Customs. 


Washington, Aug. 15—Special—It seems probable that 


the United States will receive a war indemnity by means of 
the customs duties collected at Cuban ports during the temp- 
orary occupation by our army.

Hay For Secretary of State.

sador John Hay from the court of St. James to the state de- 
partment is regarded here as a well deserved promotion, al- 
though it involves a reduction of pay. Col. Hay, however, 
is a man of considerable moans, and the salary will cut but 
little figure with him. Judge Day, the present secretary of 
state, will find abundant employment for a year at least in 
settling the account with Spain. He is to be at the head of 
the chief commission to arrange the peace with Spain. Am- 
bassador Hay is exceedingly popular here, and his addition 
to official life would be hailed with profound satisfaction.

La Follette camp. 


Aa one indication of the belief that 


such a move ia planned, may be cited 
the fail that some of La Follette'a 
closest political friends, who up to the 
present have insisted that he hid a 
chance for the nomination, now admit 
that Suofleld will have as much as 100 
majority in the convention. 


The third-man move has been pro- 


mulgated by a Milwaukee newspaper, 
which has ahown a decided leaning 
toward La Follette, but which this 
morning came oat in an editorial 
against bla further candidacy. 


Reports of mysterious origin and 


with absolutely no foundation were 
circulated last night that Bcofleld had 
decided to withdraw. All these go to 
ahow that the way ia being paved for 
LaFollette. But the best Informed pol- 
iticians aay La Follette will not be 
able to throw his entire strength to 
any other man, while the friends ot 
Governor Scofield will not be caught 
with such chaff, but will stay by the 
governor to tho laat, which they are 
entirely confident will be the cloae of 
the first ballot.

THE DERELICT.

I \V»B second mato of tho American 


Tirig Ruby, bound from Java to Now 
York, and all hod gono well with m 
for a fortnight, when accident brought 
about n cnriotm adventure. Just as 


' night was doling down, with tho brig 


*miliug along ou nn oven keel and the 
•breezo steady, I swung myself upon tho 
mil to get a look at what seemed to bo 
a raft floating past ns. I may have been 
ovcrcarelosa or a ropo may have ' given 
•way, but of n snddcu I found myself in 
(the water. Tho mail at tho wheel wit- 
nessccl my mishap and gavo the alarm 
nnd throw me the life preserver nlwny* 
ready for such au emergency, nnd 1 
lad no doubt of. being picked np with- 
in ten minutes. I had seized tho float. 
•when down thundered a hlnck squall 
from ont of tho west, and next moment 
:it wns as dark as midnight nud tho sen 
all in n chop. I felt that it was all over 
wlth.me then. Tho men would bo lucky 
to bring tho brig through tho floret 
oquall without thinking of me. Indeed, 
•if she had had 100 men on board instead 
of 12, they would not have dared tc 
lower a boat. I got just one glimpso ol 
iho craft as sho shot away into tho dark- 
ness nnd then began to work to got tho 
[life preserver under, my arms. I was 
'buffeted nud knocked about in the most 
confusing manner, and had tho squall 
lasted flvo minutes longer I should havo 
been drowned on tho surface. It passed 
away as suddenly as it cmno, and ten 
minutes later tho sea had calmed down, 
nnd I wns flouting with my head well 
ont of tho water. ' 


I had gouo overboard at about 7 


- o'clock in tho evening. For tho flrst 


threo hours my hopes nnd fours mado 
mo alert, but by and by I felt n dull 
languor and was only half conscious of 
svhnt was going on. An hour after mid- 
night I was suddenly aroused from what 
eecmcd to bo a troubled dream. I wns 
bumping ngainst something hnrd, nnd 
my flrst idea was that I had been cast 
ashore. It took mo several minutes to 
shako myt-olf together and make out that 
I was alongside tho hull of a vessol. It 
•was hard to credit tho fact, bnt fact it 
•was, and when I realized it I had scarce- 
ly moro to do than lift up my hands nnd 
ecizo tbo low rail nnd draw myself in- 
board. I had found a derelict brig. 
^:oth masts wero gono closo to tho deck, 
J 'uch of her bulwarks swept awny, nnd 
y. knew by tho feel of her that she was 
•waterlogged. I took onb glanco over her 
nnd no tnoro, but dumped myself down 
on tho deck nnd was asleep -in flvo soc- 
ouds. When I opened my eyes, tho tun 
was nn hour high, nnd n big albatross 
•was poised directly nbovo mo and not 
CO feet high. It did not tako mo long 
to master tbo details of tho wreck. 
In tho flrst place, sho was loaded with 
Australian redwood and could not sink 
beyond a certain point; next, sho had 
been floating about for mouths nnd 
months. There was some wreckage on 
ner decks, but masts and yards and 
boats nnd booms find gono clear off her 
as they fell. Sho had settled down un- 
til her ecnpper holes were- only a few 
inches above water, but owing to the 
buoyant cargo sho could not sink deeper. 
As a sailor I made her ont to bo n 
French craft, and later on I discovered 
that sho was the Mario of Brest. She 
•was a email craft', carrying a crew of 
eight or nino men, and wns a forecastle 
ship instead of having a dockhonso for 
the men. Tho cabcoso or cook's galley 
bad gono overboard with tho rest, but 
tho doors of tho cabin and tho scnttlo to 
the forecastle wore tightly closed. Tho 
brig had been wrecked nloft in squall or 
galo and had at tho same tiino sprung 
a leak. 'Whether her crew had been 
•washed overboard or taken to tho boats 
thoro was no moans of tolling tmtil I 
had made an investigation below. 


Tho flrst thing was to got something 


to eat and drink. After n few minutes' 
work I broke open tho cabin doors and 
got into tho pantry. There wns wino in 
plenty, as might have been espoctod, 
nnd I soon come across somo meat nnd 
biscuit in tins. I wanted water, bnt 
there was none to bo had, and so, tak- 
ing what I could lay hands on, I went 
on deck and tnado a fair meal. When 
this had been concluded, 1 returned to 
tho cabin for an overhaul. All tho 
charts and nnr.tical instruments wero 
there, nor had any of tho spare clothing 
of captain or mates bocn taken away. I 
found tho logbook, nud though I could 
not read French I mado out tho Intitudu 
nnd longitude last recorded. As near as 
I could liguro it ont tho brig was then 
Midway between Australia imd the 
Cape, and tho datowns nearly seven 
months old. Sho had drifted to overy 
point of tho compass, but must havo 
drifted nearly 2.000 miles to tho north 
to reach tho spot where I found her. It

tion of tho lazaretto to «.„ howl should 
faro for provisions. I found llonr. wines, 
tab e waters, preserves, boxes of Ubcuit 
choice bacon, codfish and other article! 
£ liberal quantity-enough to last ono 
? £nnri 
. *• ,Fonvnrd of tllu caN" 
I found a storehouse, in which were 
wvoral barrels of beef and pork, wit" 
four barrels of coarse flour, dried flsL, 


beans, coffee, tea and other articles ol 
food for the men. Forward of this were 
the water casks, n dozen or more, and 
all full. When I cauio to examine tho 
forecastle, I found boots, oilskins, sou'- 
wustors and other belongings of the 
crew, to prove that they had not gono 
away in tho boats. Indeed I was sure 
before I had half concluded my invos- 
tigntiou thnt every man had perished 
when tho brig was wrecked. It was 
night before I had finished, and I tum- 
bled into the captain's berth and never 
slept more soundly. You may think it 
queer that during tho day I had scarce- 
ly glanced around tho horizon and given 
no thought to rescue, and that I went 
to bed with n contented mind, bnt sail- 
ors nro prono to tako luck as it comes, 
good or bad. I had mndo a miraculous 
escape and was fairly safe on tho wreck, 
and thero was nothing to worry over i) 
not taken off for weeks. Interested as ] 
wns in overhauling tho stranger, ] 
would not have tossed up n penny to bo 
taken off by .a passing vessel. 


When morning camo again I made a 


moro thorough investigation of tho cab- 
in. In roar of tho captain's stateroom I 
chanced upon n closot which had es- 
caped mo tho day before, and hero 1 
mndo a greut find. Thero wns about 
81.000 in French gold and notes, $1, 
200 in English goldpieces nnd exactly 
87,000 in goldpiecos just struck off at 
tho Australian mints. Tho money was 
in two tin boxes, bnt whether it bo 
longed to tho ship, her captain or to 
other people I could 'not determine. It 
was n big fortnuo to n poor sailor, and I 
remember thnt I noted very foolishly 
over tho find. I counted it over and over 
again, nud when I at last realized that 
I was rich I rushed on deck, with a 
wild hopo of seeing a sail close at hand. 
Brit for tho monoy I beliovo that tho 
long days and nights which followed 
wonld havo been rather contentful for 
mo, isolated as tho situation was. I had 
plenty to uat nnd drink, thero wns noth- 
ing to break my sleep, tho wreck might 
drive where sho wonld, bnt thero was 
no dnugof of her going down. Tho dis- 
covery of tho money was followed by a 
hopo of rescue, and this again by worry 
and anxiety. I wanted to go ashore to 
enjoy my wealth. I feared that when 
rescuo did como I should bo robbed. I 
conjured up a thousand senseless fears, 
nnd tho upshot was anything but bene- 
ficial. I havo spoken of tho general sit- 
uation in a careless way. As a matter 
of fact, being a navigator, I took obser- 
vations regularly when tho weather 
permitted and pricked off the drift of 
tho wreck on tho chart. On tho nverngo 
tho weather wns fine, bnt thoro wero 
days nnd nights when gnlo nnd sea tum- 
bled tho waterlogged craft nbout until 
only n sailor could have lived through 
it. Instead of lifting hor the waves ran 
over her, and at such times the decks 
wero two feet under wntor and tho cab- 
in was flooded. Tho cargo was afloat 
with tho wntor in tho hold, nnd ns tho 
wreck rolled and pitched tho timbers 
rubbed together and produced noises 
which would havo frightened landsmen 
into fits. 


I kept nn accurate reckoning, nnd I 


had been on tho wreclc just 40 days 
when I caught sight of my flrst sail. 
No doubt ships had passed and ropassed 
mo by day and night, but I could set no 
signal by day and from tho first I slept 
alt through tho night. This sail wns 
discovered early ono morning, coming 
np from tho south, and hor courso was 
such that sho must sco me. I hod put 
tho money Into bags and tho bags into 
bundles of clothing in view of n rescue, 
nnd therefore had nothing to do bnt 
wait. Tho stranger, which proved to bo 
an English merclmiitmnn bound for In- 
dia, bnt considerably off hor course, 
was within four miles of mo nnd had 
set a signal to gladden my heart when 
n big whnlo suddenly broko water'oloso 
to tho wreck. Ho wns followed half a 
minute later by n second, which attn*ck- 
cd him with great fury. Tho monsters 
put up a terrific battle, lashing nnd bit- 
ing each other nud kicking np a Kea 
Hbo n gnlo of wind. They at flrst drew 
away from mo, but after a few minutes 
mndo a circle which brought them back. 
What I had feared from the first came 
to pass after n quarter of nn hour. Hnlf 
blinded by pain nnd fury, or feeling it- 
self overmatched nnd desirous of getting 
awny, ono of tho whales suddenly whirl- 
ed about and camo for the wreck head 
on. Ho was fully 80 feet long, jind bo 
camo llko a moving mountain. I mndo 
sure of my hold as I saw him coming, 
but ho struck tho wreck on her port sldo 
with suoh foroo that I was thrown 
across tho dock and into tho sen beyond. 
I hoard tho crash of planks and timbers, 
was tossed about by tho waves, rubbed 
ngainst the whnlo as ho sounded nnd 
reached tho surface to find tho wreck a 
hull no longer. It was simply n heap 
of floating dobrls. Tho strnngn ship 
drew nearer, lowered a bout, nnd I wns 
picked up ns I clung to a plnnk. Tho 
money wns gone, all else bnt tho tim- 
bers which composed tho cnrgo hnd dis- 
appeared, and my adventure, surprising 
ns it had begun, had ended in n manner 
strange enough to satisfy oven tho most 
imaginative novelist. I was cnrrii-d to 
India by tho rescuing ship, and I know 
that the Frunch consul at Calcutta Not 
inquiries ou foot regarding tho fttte of 
tho crow of tho JIurlo.

FRANK NICKRRSON WRITES TO 


HIS COUSIN IN JANESV1LLE. 


Fighting From Trench to Trench Be- 


1 
fore 
the 
Spanish Stronghold'— 


Bravery of the Troops in tte Face 
of Many Discouragements —Captur- 
ing the Block Houses By Storm'. 
Percy L. Mnnger, of this olty. has 


just received a letter from his eonsln, 
Frank Nlokerson, a former resident ol 
this city, that will be of much general 
interest: 


Santiago, Cuba, Aug. 2,1808—Dear 


Cousin—Your last letter I received In 
Leavenwortb; you were then in Chi- 
oago, and I answered It from Chica- 
maugua. We have exchanged from 
one place to another since then, and 
have been on the move most of the 
time. They say three moves is as bad 
as a fire, and I believe It, for toduy 
finds me in camp three miles north of 


• 
Santiago, with half a blanket and just 
what clothes I have on my back. Our 
marcheb were hard ones, and we could 
carry ourselves, but no clothing or 
bedding. It rains hers every day, so 
our life is not a pleasant one. Balf of 
cs have mountain fever, and it leaves 
us as thin as Cuban children. 
The 


only fat thing here Is tho buzzards. 
They are larger and fatter than the 
western buzzard, Tor they get a good 
living here. 


I suppose yon have read in the 


papers about our fighting here. We 
havfi some papers dated the 10th of 


• last month which give the Bough Bid- 


era and the Seventy-First Kaw York 
the credit of all the battles. 
Tht 


Bough Blders did some good fighting 
—that is, the western, men in it—but 
the Seventy-Flrst was of no use. They 
kept In hunches like frightened sheep, 
and mado a good mark for the Span- 
iards. The Third, Sixth and Ninth 
Cavalry charged two hills the first 
day. 
My troop 
had 
seven 
men 


wounded and one killed out of forty, 
lour. We had marched on the 30th 
until 3 o'clock 
In 
the 
morning, 


and 
at 
daylight 
got 
bacon 


and hardtack 
and went into the 


' fight, which started by tmy troop 


firing volleys at a Spbnlsh block- 
house. A battery shelled it and was 
anmered by shells and we soon heard 
the bullets of the Cons flying over 
our heads. The battery .was on our 
left and just baek of us they sent np 
the balloon. The Oons battery soon 
ahot our balloon to pieces and then 
gave the line a fejv (bills as well as 
our battery. Boon our whole line was 
in action and a hot fire > was kept up 
We advanced as fast ab the thick 
Tines and brush would let np, losing a 
man now and then but moat of the 
shells as well as the rifle fire passed 
over us. Wo kept on the advance to 


. the foci of the first bill. 


A few volleys, a yell, and we were 


going up it. On top of this hill the 
Dons had a block house and a line of 
earthworks. Ic front of this they ha 
two lines of wire fence. Up this hi 
we went over, under and through th 
wire fence while our line was rake 
by shell and rifle fire, many men b 
ing wounded and dead in the fences 
On up to the trenches we went. Th 
dons could stand it^no longer; they! 
out and inn. The way they ran le 
them across an open valley up anothe 


; till near Santiago, but very few eve 


saw Santiago; for we lay on the nil 
that had cost the brig ado so dear an 
ahot at everything that moved i 
»he valley. From the other

came 
shell 
after 
shell and TO! 


ley after volley, and many wer 


• hit. A Gattliog gun came up, am 
with the help of this gun and a cross 
fire by a brigade 'of infantry on our 
left we charged the second hill. 
We 
lost few men in the second charge; the 
Dons could not stay and ran for Santl 
ago. 
We held the second hill for the 
rest of the day. The Dons tried time 
and time again to like it, but fel 
back with heavy loss.

This took al 
night, we having nothing to eat and

ed in the center of the line where 
Wheeler's division was; I don't know 
what went on In the other placer, for 
our line was about eight miles long, 
At daybreak on the t!nd the fight 
atartcd again, and it was a hard fight 
tor abcnt four hours over the same 
hill, but Spain .could not retake It. 
We fought all day and at night we 
got raw bacon and hardtack and fresh 
water, slept In the trenches until 
about 10 o'clock, whon the Dons came 
after us again. 
We fought from 10 


o'clock nntll nearly daylight. No one 
slept. 'At daylight, the fight started 
all aronnd the line and lasted until 
noon. Then a flag of truce stopped 
it, and we didn't have much fighting 
after that on our part of the line. 


It rains here every day, and is get 


ting- tiresome. 
We all want to leave 


here; would like to go to Porto Bico 
but don't get any news, so don't know 
where they wl'l send us.

BOXES ON BAST SIDE. 


Great Difficulty Was Experienced In 


Nottfylng Department of a Con- 
flagration—Horace 
Cunningham's 


Barn and Contents Destroyed—The 
Glare Served as a Guide to Firemen 
For the lack of a proper fire alarm

flamed were getting in their work. Six 
tons of hay were stored away on the 
upper floor, and this added fuel to the 
flames, 


Nelgbbora discovered the fire be- 


fore it was well under way. and at- 
tempted to turn In an alarm from bos 
35, which is situated but a few rods 
away from the fire. 


Lightning during the early nonra of 


the morning raised havoc with the 
fire alarm circuit on both, the east and 
west sides of the river. A short time 
before the bolt fired the Cunningham 
barn a flash disabled the entire cir- 
cuit on the east aide so that it was Im- 
possible to turn in an alarm at any of 
the boxes on that side.

to San Juan. 


Threo miles out. General Brooke's 


troops came upon a force of Spanish 
occupying strong Intrenchmcntg on tho 
top of a mountain. Light battery B, 
Pennsylvania artillery, unllmbered Its 
guns, loaded them with shells and hnd 
Just received tho order to commence 
.flrlng when a message from General 
Allies announcing peace was received 
on tho fleld over a military telegraph 
wire. Tho battery Immediately was 
signaled to cease action, to tho surprise 
of all tho men, who wore keyed up for 
baiHe. The news that the war was 
over spread rapidly among the sol- 
diers, being received by company after 
company with roars of disgust. The 
offlcer/3 could do nothing but leave the 
battle unfought and withdraw 
their 


troops. All returned to their former 
camp at Guayamo. 


Tho result of Friday's fighting by 


- General Wilson's troops was a brilliant 


advance of. artillery and the destruc- 
tion of tho Spanish batteries on tho 
heights facing Albonlto. Tho Span- 
ish rifle pits were also cleared. 
The 


first firing by the battery, at a range 
of 2,300 yards, silenced the 
Spanlah 


guns. Then n portion of tho battery, 
under Lieut. John P. Halnes of tho 
Fourth artillery, was moved forward 
•within 1,000 yards of tho Spanish rlllo 
pits and there drove out the enemy and 
captured a blockhouse.
